Chief Justice White served in the 


Confederate army during the Civii 
war; 
practiced law among the peo- 


ple of Louisiana; and 
became a 


suprar planter on its lowlands.

187-1, he was elected as senator in 
the 
Louisiana 
legislature. 
Four 


years later, ho was appointed asso- 
ciate justice of the supreme court 
of the state. 


In 1891 Mr. White became a na- 


tional figure. A senatorial contest 
was waged in Louisiana, and he en- 
tered the race. He had fought vig- 
orously in favor of the anti-lottery 
movement 
Tho legislature finally 


chose, him to succeed Senator Eus- 
tis. 
Chief Justice White was in 


..he senate three years before he 
was elevated to the bench of the su- 
preme court of the United States 
by President Cleveland, in 1894. 


In 1910, when President Tnft be- 


sought by various factions of the re- 
publican party to appoint first this 
man and then that to succeed Chief 
Justice Fuller, the president boldly 
disregarded the custom regarding 
the selection of justices from his 
own party and sent to the senate the 
nomination 'of Justice White.

How It Feels 
to Die Told by 
Franklin Lane

CHICAGO—The 
body 
of 


Franklin K. Lane Wtt cremated 
here today and the remains will 
be taken to the top of El Cap- 
lltt Peeklnthe Yoaemite val- 
ley; Calif., and scattered to the 
winds in compliance with a re- 
quest made by Mr. Lane prior 
to Ms 
death. 
Relatives 
ex- 


plained the uniunul request by 
taring that he had spent ranch 
of Ws life to the Yoeemtte reg- 
ion and had grown to love it so 
much that he wished his re- 
mains to be taken there when he 
died. There were no funeral 
•errieea—another request of Mr. 
Lane's, and only the immediate 
family attended the cremation. 
The body w*« accompanied by 
Mrs. 
F. K. Lane, 
the widow, 


and G. W. Laae, » brother. 


"ROCHESTER, Minn.—Franklin K. 
Lane, former secretary of the inter- 
ior, who died Wednesday, sent & re- 
markable message to some of his 
friends, dictated shortly after the 
operation he underwent a few days 
ago. 


The message showed the former 


secretary had gone under the knife 
with acceptance of the 
fact he 


might not survive. It told in detail 
of his sensations before, during and 
after'the operation, of which he was 
fully conscious, as the condition of 
his heart would not permit use of a 
general anaesthetic. 


"I have seen death come to men 


in various ways," Mr. Lano wrote, 
"some rather novel. I once saw a 
man hanged. And I have seen sev- 
eral men shot, and came near going 
out that way mysett two or three 
times, bat always the other fellow 
aimed poorly. I was being shot'at 
because I was a newspaper man, 
and I should have been shot at. 


"But never before have I been 


called upon to deliberately walk in- 
to the valley of the shadow, and, 
say what yon will, it is a great act. 
I have said during the last months 
of endless examination tout a man 
with little curiosity and little humor, 
and a IPMe money, who was not in 
too great pain, could enjoy himself 
studying the ways of doctors and 
nurses as he journeyed the invalid's 
path. 


"But here was a path, the end of 


which I could not see. I was not 
compelled to take ft. My very lat- 
est doctor advised me against it. I 
could live some time without tak- 
ing it 
It was a bet en the high 


card with a chance to win, and I 
take it 


"For two days I had had' know- 


ledge that this 
operation was to 


take place at this time, 
and my 


nerves had not been jnjt as good as 
they should have been. These men 
who sleep 12 hours perfectly before 
being electrocuted, have 
evidently 


led more tranquil lives than I have, 
or have less concern as to the fu- 
ture. Ah, now I was to know the 
great secret! For 40 years I had 
keen wondering, wondering. 
Often 


I had said to myself that I should 
summon to my mind when this mo- 
ment came some words that would 
be somewhat a synthesis of my phi- 
losophy. Socrates said to those who 
stood by after he had 
drunk the 


hemlock, 'No evil can befall a good 
man, whether he be alive or dead.' I 
do not know how far from that wo 
have gone in these 2,400 years. 


"The opothiegm, however, was not 


appropriate to me, because it in- 
volved a declaration that I was a 
good man, and I do not know of any 
one who has the right to so appre- 
ciate himself. And I had come to 
the conclusion that perhaps the best 
statement of my creed could be fit- 
ted into the words 'I accept,' which 
to me meant that if in the law of 
nature my individual spirit 'was to 
go bade into the 
great ocean of 


spirits, my one duty was to con- 
form. 'Lead Kindly Light,' was all 
the gospel I had. I accepted."

BLAINE SENDS 


ANOTHER VETO 


Refuses to Sign Measure 


For Issuance of Stock- 


Without Par Value 


Gov. Blaine on Thursday sent to 


the • senate .»< veto of the-, senate bil 
which authorizes the issue of shares 
of stock, without nominal par value 
in general language,*pecincally ap- 
plicable to public service corpora- 
tions. 


"Public service corporations are 


entirely of'a different.character than 
ordinary trade corporations," sal(l 
Gov. Blaine, "and under the rate- 
making power of the railroad com- 
mission the amount of stock iasnec 
is one of the elements taken into 
consideration in ascertaining a rea 
sonable return. This provision only- 
introduces another uncertain 'ele- 
ment into the complicated question 
of rate making. 


"I understand that this matter 


has many times come before previ- 
ous legislatures in one form or an- 
other without success. 


"When the stocks and bonds law 


relating to public service corpora- 
tions was enacted, it provided :that 
stocks, or 
certificates of stock, 


should not be issued except in con- 
sideration of. money or 
labor or 


property 'at its true value.' 


'I knew of no good reason why 


;h'at public policy should be chang- 
ed, and certainly it is not in the in- 
erests of the public to introduce 
another uncertain element into the 
already complicated system of rate 
making, and inasmuch as it is as- 
lamed that public service corpora- 
lions are mainly for the purpose of 
onducting a business in the inter- 
ests of the public, there is no good 
reason to induct another uncertain- 
ty into a situation that ii already 
more or less confusing. 


"If there is.no good reason, from 


he standpoint of the public, for 
he enactment of some 
proposed 


aw, then it follows that any such 
iroposed law might better be de- 
eated."

Bureau Shows 


>. WASHINGTON, D. O—Wlscon- 
•in • forests are fast becoming a 
thing; of the past, if a statement 
jut issued by the bureau of the 
census may be taken .as a criterion. 


WhiJ« there is no accurate eotm 


on the number of trees that have 
been hewn the one factor that in 
the estimation of the census officials 
indicates that an alarming condi- 
tion exists in the probable shortage 
of forests is tbe number of hrmber 
nulls that are in active operation. 


Taking this method 
the -census 


bureau gives the information thai 
in.the ten years between the 1919 
and 1920 census there was a de- 
crease of 816 lumber mills, leaving 
only 489 mills, in active operation 
now, a reduction in the number oj 
mills of nearly two-thirds. 


Another view ' of 
the> forestry 


problem in the Badger state may 
be obtained by comparing the lum- 
ber output in 1909 and 1919. In 
the latter year there were 1,118.800 
feet of lumber turned • out by the 
mills, whereas ten years 
before 


there was an output of nearly doa- 
ble that amount—2,025,000 feet. 


This condition is not only true oj 


Wisconsin. It is common to the en- 
tire country. 


la not one single itate did offi- 
cials of the census fend that the 
lumber output of 1919 equaled the 
output of 1909. And the same holds 
true in the number of lumber mills, 
every state showing a large de- 
crease. 


The total value, at the miE, of 


the lumber manufactured in the na- 
tion during 1919, as reported, was 
approximately $1,043,932,000, or an 
average of $30.21 per thousand feet 
as against $684,479,900 or on aver- 
age of ?l*5-38 per thousand feet for 
.the cut of 1909. 


The total value for 1909 is based 


on the average values reported by 
a majority of the mills. The total 
value of laths cut in 1919 was ap- 
proximately $9,229,000 and of shin- 
gles approximately $41,118,000.

On the same day, a few. boon later. The 


Women's Committee for WorM Disarmament, to 
accordance with an appointment made several 
weeks previously, vialted President Harding. 


The-deputation was composed ot eighty-eight 


women from twenty-seven states and the District 
of Columbia, many of whom Journeyed to the 
capital to .participate. Mrs. Edward P. CostlBan, 
olmlrmjTi for tbo District of Columbia of the 
National Consumers' League, was the only speak- 
er, the-statements of the other women who were 
to have spoken being dispensed with because of 
the President's crowded <-nii»nd«T, 


"Ai a. man meeting of women Easter Sunday, 


addressed by Senator Borah and ethers,* Mrs. 
Costlpin said, in a low well modulated voice, "a 


eemmfitee was enwriMd to eendder the press** 
world dJtoturblng emerreney. BesoluHcw were 
•dopted fer formal preMOtatton to yon. Other 
nous meeting! were held in other states. Other 
resolutions of the same gmnl tenor doubtJeti 
reached yon. 


It is not too mqch to t*T that the time for. to 


final tost of democratic Christian eiTflbmtha hu 
mrrived," Mrs.- Costif&n continued. "For twenty 
centuries the ideals of peM« and brotherhood have 
aonght expression. They have been tried. They 
are going to be insisted upon. 


"We know that peace is honorable. The women 


of America, are not emotlenallzing nor are they 
thinking superficially of the supreme tragedy of 
war and the need for its eradication. Women 
realize that if war is to cease its causes most be 
removed. To this end a start must be made some- 
where and women's plea for a conference of the 
nations is based on the conviction, supported by 
experience, that heavy armaments are themselves 
among the fruitful causes of those conflicts which 
at last endanger all modern civilization.*' Seeing 
this truth, and strong enough to state it without 
arousing suspicion, America should be first to 
appeal for action based upon It," 


Mrs. Oostigan then presented the Committee'* 


resolutions. 


"I think I cam send yon away satisfied," Presi- 


dent Harding replied. "I think I am as heartily 
fa favor of doing everything to approximate dis- 
armament as any member of your, delegation. 
Disarmament is the modern idea of Christianity. 
But this cannot be brought about until a state of 
peace exists. Wuen a state of peace does exist I 
can see no reason why the United States should 
not give an earnest of its desire to lead the way 
in world disarmament.'' 


Tho Washington Star, one of the oldest, most 


conservative newspapers of the country, had a 
leading editorial occupying a column of space on 
this deputation to the President Among other 
wise comments, it said: 


•TVE AKE, BY VIRTUE OF CIRCUMSTANCE, 


TODAY POSSESSED OF A TREMENDOUS 
POWER FOR GOOD OS EVIL IN THE WORLD. 
THE' CONSCIOUSNESS OF THAT STRENGTH, 
THE KNOWLEDGE THAT UPON OUR COURSE 
TODAY AND TOMORROW DEPENDS THE 
FATE Off MANY PEOPLES, MUST LEAD US 
TO THE EIGHT ROAD. WE CANNOT DODGE 
THE RESPONSIBILITIES INCIDENT. TO THB 
POWER WHICH IS OUBS. WE CANNOT FAIL 
A CIVILIZATION WHICH SUDDENLY LOOKS 
TO US WITH EYES IN WHICH ANXIETY 
MINGLES WITH HOPE. TAKING OUR PLACE 
WITHOUT VAINGLORY, MEETING OUR OB- 
LIGATIONS WITHOUT SELFISHNESS—WETH 
GOD'S HELP WE SHALL NOT VAIL." 


It should be noted to their credit, that other 


widely read, conservative journals like the Satur- 
day Evening Post, Philadelphia Ledger, New York 
Evening Post have been supporting'editorially the 
campaign for reduction of Armaments. 


Of course we know that doing away with armies 


and navies and poisonous gases and other methods 
of war making dpea not necessarily prevent all 
possibility of wa'r, but just as forbidding gun 
toting among men is a wholesome safeguard 
against fatal encounters and quarrels, so to stop 
gun toting among nations is the first step toward 
preventing fear, suspicion, and armed conflict over 
controversies that can be settled only by consider- 
ation and reason. 


And so the women of America are determined to 


do away, with thU lyrtem of rival armrmento and 
to elect candidate* t» OongwuB pledged to free 
the taxpayers from the burdens of great military 


and naval establishment*, • pledged to devote to 
the building up of a truly humane dvflliatlon the 
•nerves of the world heretofore diverted to war 
and destruction.

At an informal meeting of representatives of 


the National League of Women Voters, the 
Women's Committee for World Disarmament, the 
General Federation 
of Women's Clubs, the 


Women's Christian Temperance Union, and other 
women's organizations, it was agreed all should 
cooperate and concentrate in making the week of 
May 22-20 Disarmament Week. 


The plan is to hold_mass meetings not only in 


large cities and towns, but in the school homes 
throughout the country. Every woman's organiza- 
tion—reUgkras, social, charitable—should get 
busy. Women have tho vote. We must act to- 
gether. Let Congress and President Harding 
know we want an international conference called 
at once at the Invitation of the United States— 
because our financial position makes our motives 
less liable to be questioned than "any other nation 
—to start tho movement for world disarmament 
Telegraph the President and yonr Congressman 
and Senators. Fags' resolutions, petition, write 
personal letters, use every means of making your 
desire known that you want ivar put out of the 
world.

Department last session asked. for an appro- 
priation of about ^700,000,000. When the IJTaval 
bill passed the House last session naval esti- 
mates were cut to $390,000,000, but this amount 
was increased nearly one hundred million by 
the Senate Committee or to about $485,000,000. 


"An appropriation of approximately $500,- 


000,000 for the navy in 1920,.as proposed by the 
Senate Committee would mean per capita a 
yearly tax burden of nearly $25 placed "by Con- 
gress on the average family during 'tunes of 
peace. 


"When a conservative

journal like the Scientific American protests 
because our 1920 
government 
expenditures, 


reaching nearly six and a half billion dollars 
carried 92 per cent for war and things connect- 
ed .witn war while only one per cent went for 
education and public enlightenment, it is thno 
that we began a sane intelligent investigation 
to ascertain where w» arc drifting in our after- 
war-activities. 


"Protedrion for America and American inter- 


ests is a captivating slogan following the war. 
Behind all movements for a larger navy, in- 
vestigations disclose that powerful influences 
are strongly entrenched whose interests and 
industries depend upon liberal naval appropria- 
tions. 


"By a similar coincidence we may reasonably 


expect until the naval bill passes Congress sen- 
sational headlines and editorials will advise 
Congress and the country that Japan is plan- 
ning to capture Hawaii and the Philippines and 
everything in the Pacific from Bebring. Sea to 
the Kingdom of Yap and the Cannibal Isles. 


"Under modern conditions, a battleship be- 


comes obsolete in about ten year* and is then 
only fit to serve as a target for gun practice. 
In other words, by the time our 38 vessel build- 
ing program is completed and the two billion 
dollars have been spent for their construction, 
these vessels may be out of date and super- 
sedcd "by $60,000,000 vessels. 


This1 country is benoing under, a public debt 


of $24;000,000,000 due to the war while our an- 
nual interest charge of over one billion dollars 
annually is linked with railroad, army, pen- 
sions, war risk and similar expenditures am- 
ounting to upwards of three to four billion dol- 
lars annually. In addition to that stupendous 
amount, we are asked to 'spend nearly a' half' 
bfllion dollars for naval vessels that in a brief 
time will be of.no more value than so many 
huge iron kettles. Long before another war is 
provoked by any other country, our ship* built 
today, will be ready to serve as targets for air- 
plane or submarine practice, ships out of'date, 
useless and of no value.
